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Edwin et al. teaches (Col. 6, lines 8-10) an IR oven produces approximately 60% of the heat by convection and the remaining 40% is 
generated by Infrared energy. 

One skilled in the art of reflow soldering techniques employing IR ovens would have knowledge of the rudimentary principles of Heat 
Transfer, where the fundamental forms are convection (through a fluid-air), conduction (through a solid) and radiation (wave emissions). 

Heat transfer due to CONVECTION is described (in its most basic forni) by Newton's Law of Cooling, Q = h A (T1-T2) 

The rate of heat Q transfered to the surrounding fluid is proportional to the object's exposed area A, and the difference between the object 
temperature T2 and the fluid free-stream (surrounding air) temperature T1 . 

The constant of proportionality h is termed the convection heat-transfer coefficient and is directly proportional to Watts; 
WATTS is a measure of work produced per second. Thus is a function of time. 

Infrared heat energy is radiant heat energy, the same energy produced by the Sun which warms the Earth. Imagine you're in Arizona, it's 
high noon in July where the average temperature is 115 degrees F. You've driven to the store and will spend about 30 minutes in the 
store. You have a choice of parking your car in an open space where the car "sees" 1 00% of the heat generated by IR; or in the shade, 
which do you choose? 
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
